The 42nd Bol d’Or 24-Hour road race 


was run-over the Sept. 16-17 weekend 
at the Paul Ricard circuit in southern 
France. As expected, Honda dominated 
the race, taking the first three 
finishing positions and eight out of the 
top 10 spots. Endurance aces Christian 
Leon and Jean-Claude Chemdrin won 
the event aboard a Team France 
Honda with another Team France 
Honda taking second and the British 
team of Stan Woods and Charlie 
Williams taking third. Americans 
Dave Emde and Harry Klinzmann 
teamed up aboard a Honda and 
finished ninth while Americans Wes 
Cooley and Ron Pierce dropped out of 
the race with mechanical problems 
halting their Team Yoshimura (Suzuki 
GS1000) effort. 


Mike Baldwin (Yam) ran away with 
both legs of the Canadian round of 
the Formula 750 World 
Championship road race series at 
Mosport on Sept. 17. Kenny 
Roberts (Yam) finished 2-2 for 
second overall ahead of Yvon 
DuHame! (Kaw). Skip Aksland 
(Yam) finished fourth, a spot ahead 
of Johnny Cecotto (Yam), who 
clinched the F750 title. The event 
was marred by an accident that 
took the life of Avrum Gudelsky of 
Virginia and put Steve Baker in the 
hospital with a broken left leg. 
Complete coverage next week.

The two-day women’s GP/moto- 
cross event at Carlsbad on Oct. 28- 
29 will now be known as the 
Kawasaki Women's Motocross 
Nationals sponsored by Russ 
Darnell MX Schools, after the MX- 
educator put up a $1,000 purse.

They'll be 
wrapping up their season Tuesday 
night, Sept. 26 with the track 
championship featuring the top 16 
riders over the season at Ventura. 


For all the south Texas motocross fans 
who have anxiously awaited the grand 
opening of Harlingen’s Rio Grande 
Motocross Park, Oct. 1 will be a big 
day.

Taking an idea from the National 
level, Gresham Toyota in Gresham, 
OR, is sponsoring the local Pros by 
putting up money for what will be 
called the Gresham Toyota Pro 
Series. There will be six races in 
the series, all held at Woodland 
Winter Park. The opener is Oct. 14 


and that race will feature a $500 
Pro purse. 


The AMA has taken an active role in 
amending a bill, S-2972, sponsored by 
Sen. Abrham Ribicoff (D-Conn) that 
would place severe restrictions on the 
government relations activities of 
voluntary membership organizations. 
AMA Government Relations. Director 
Ed Youngblood says the Association's 
nationwide effort has been successful 
in calling the attention of Congress to 
questionable aspects of the bill, and 
that it has become sufficiently con- 
troversial that it will probably not be 
reported out of committee. 


The New York City Council is 
currently considering legislation 
that could ban the nighttime use of 
motorcycles on designated streets 
within the city. AMA's Ed 
Youngblood says, “There's been a 
significant letter writing response 
by motorcyclists across the nation, 
and our mail indicates that the 
New York City Council is getting 
comments amounting to 20% from 
NYC residents and 80% from out of 
me state.’ Keep up the good work, 
olks. 


Included in Suzuki’s 1979 model 
lineup will be an 850cc shaft drive 
road machine, an enlarged 425cc 
version of the GS400, and some major 
revamping of the RM motocrossers. 
The RM 250/370 machines will have 
12 inches of rear wheel travel with 11” 
up front and, we hear, a weight of 211 
lbs. The RM125 suspension travel 
figures are 11/11. 


DG Performance Specialties will 
be putting on a “Day After the 
Night Before” Pro/Mechanic 
minicycle race (glad it’s not a 
hangover) at Saddleback Park in 
Orange, CA, on Nov. 12, the day 
after the AMA/Toyota Supercross 
Series winds up at Anaheim Stadium.

Team Suzuki's Brian Myerscough and 
Maico-mounted former privateer 
Darrell Shultz have been named the 
recipients of the $500 Nikon Rookie of 
the Year awards for their performance 
in the 125 and 500cc AMA/Mr. PiBB 
National MX Championship Series, 
respectively. Myerscough was a 
consistent finisher and his three- 
straight runner-up finishes in the final 
Nationals of the year boosted him to 
third in the final standings. Shultz had 
several strong finishes, including a 
second overall in North Carolina to 
wind up seventh in the points. 
Myerscough and Shultz joined Maico- 
riding privateer Dennis Brand, who 
was named Rookie of the Year in the 
250cc class earlier this year.

Czechs top 53rd 
International Six Days 
Trial, USA racks up 27 
Gold Medals

The 1978 International Six Days Trial was won 
by Czechoslovakia for the second consecutive 
year as their six man trophy team swept to a 
convincing victory over runner-up East Germany. 


The U.S. Trophy team of Rod 
Bush, Jack Penton, Ted Leim- 
bach, Kevin LaVoie, Jeff Hill 
and Frank Gallo ended up a 


credible fifth but placed as high as 
third for two days during the grueling 
event. 

The 53rd running of the “Olympics 
of Motorcycling” was headquartered 
at High Chaparral, a western tourist 
town similar to our Knotts Berry 
Farm, in Southern Sweden. Visiting 
tourists were treated to an internation- 
al event along with cowboys and 
Indians, Swedish style. 

Bikes were impounded: on Friday 
and over 320 bikes were parked in the 
Parc Ferme for viewing by the public, 
under close watch of the Swedish 
Army who was providing support for 
the event. The small bikes attracted 
considerable attention, especially the 
50 and 75cc classes. There was even a 
water cooled 75cc bike entered! 

The favored Czech Jawa Trophy 
Team bikes were equipped with 
Preston Petty fenders front and rear 
along with Sachs gas shocks, no 
springs. Very unusual for a 
manufacturer whose reputation is for 
building heavy, reliable motorcycles. 
Suspension travel on the Jawas looked 
to be around nine inches, not a lot 
compared to some of the competition. 
But the Czechs know just how much 
will be enough. They do not leave any 
detail uncovered. 

The Italians rode Sachs in the very 
small displacement classes and SWMs 
in the larger displacement classes. The 
250 and 350cc SWMs were equipped 
with the so-called obsolete straight leg 
forks. The East Germans were on their 
trusty MZs, bulky looking but fast and 
reliable. The West Germans were on 
Zundapps. The U.S. Trophy Team 
rode KTMs, with the Vase Team 
mounted on Huskys. 

The opening ceremony was held 
Sunday afternoon. Each country 
marched into High Chaparral to be 
welcomed by the Swedish Organizing 
Committee and the F.I.M. The U.S. 
Team showed up in yellow team 
jackets, except the Trophy and Vase 
Teams. They were in their KTM and 
Husky jackets. What patriotism. The 
inter-team politics had already 


started. The British team looks spiffy 
in their British racing green suits. 

There’s Team Mexico. Team 
Mexico? But that’s Lars Larsson, Jim 
Simmons and Fred Cameron! In huge, 
oversize sombreros to boot! It seems 
that Lars wanted to ride this year's 
ISDT very badly since it is being held 
in his homeland. The only problem 
was that he only qualified 45th and 
only 37 could go. So Lars tried to get 
on the Canadian and Australian teams 
without success. Finally he hit upon 
the idea of forming Team Mexico and 
arranged for Mexico to enter him. 
Fred and Jim heard about it and 
volunteered to go along since they 
were in the same boat qualification 
wise as Lars. Now it’s not exactly 
kosher for them to enter like they did 
but their entry did get accepted and 
the AMA chose not to make a fuss 
(which they could have), so they were 
allowed to ride. Next year no way, says 
the AMA. Sunday night it rained 
hard. Just what the nervous riders 
needed. Many got no sleep at all. They 
were worried about how the rain 
would affect the terrain. 

Day One 

Finally the anticipation was over. 
The long qualification process and 
personal sacrifices had paid off. 

But first the unanswered question of 
whether the bikes would start after 
sitting out in the rain overnight. By 
the 7:00 a.m. start time, the rains had 
backed off and the first 50cc bikes 
were zipping their way off into the 
distance. The first American rider due 
out was 125cc class rider Tom 
Krehbiel (KTM) and he received a 
healthy cheer from the many 
Americans in the start crowd. That 
became the pattern when an 
American started. There were enough 
Americans on hand to vocally support 
the team in a very enthusiastic 
manner. Swedish law required that 
headlights be on at all times so each 
rider had to make sure his light was on 
before they let him leave the start 
area. 

Finally all the U.S. riders made it 
off the start without incurring the 50- 
point penalty for not starting within 
one minute. Soon, however, word 
filtered back in that Carl Cranke 
(Yam) was already out of the race! 


Carl hit a rock while riding through 
the woods and damaged his side case. 
Unfortunately the side case made 
contact with the clutch basket and 
destroyed it. Tough luck for one of the 
U.S.’s premier ISDT riders. 

The rain didn’t affect the terrain 
that much. The soil was quite sandy 
and actually provided better traction 
when wet. But the sand did dig up 
rather easily, exposing roots and rocks 
for the unwary or carelss rider. The 
U.S. Trophy Team received a jolt 
when Rod Bush came to a railroad 
crossing with the traffic stopped for an 
oncoming train. Rod didn’t want to 
lose any time so he looked and couldn’t 
see a train coming so he circumvented 
the crossing guards and walked his 
bike across the track. However, there 
was a police car in line on the other 
side and the police stopped him and 
wrote him up. Then they notified the 
Clerk of the Course, who felt he had 
no alternative but to disqualify Rod! 
Kathy Wanta, the U.S. jury member 
promptly protested and Rod was 
allowed to ride on but with a big 
question mark. 

Rod was feeling pretty bad about 
the whole thing as he was a last minute 
replacement on the Trophy Team, 
replacing Gary Younkins who was 
injured just a couple of weeks prior to 
the event and couldn't ride. The jury 
was scheduled to meet Tuesday night 
and Kathy did an excellent job of 
behind the scenes politics. Luckily a 
precedent was set two years ago in 
Austria when a Swedish rider was cited 
for the same offense but was allowed to 
ride. The final verdict: Rod would pay 
the $75 fine and be allowed to ride. A 
huge sigh of relief from all concerned. 

The Vase Team didn’t fare as well 
when Greg Davis hit a stump when he 
went to pass another rider and 
endoed. He broke his collarbone and a 
couple of ribs. A U.S. Support rider 
rode Greg’s bike into the noon check 
hoping that Greg wasn't hurt too bad 
but had to abandon the effort when 
Greg’s injuries were determined and 
he was unable to continue. Dane 
Leimbach (KTM) became the next 
U.S. casualty when he was forced off 
the road by a car coming the other 
way. The car had to swerve wide to 
avoid a bicycle and left Dane no place 
to go. Dane suffered a compressed 
vertabra and was also out of the event. 
Good grief] In a matter of a few hours 
we had lost three of our best riders. 
Things weren't off to a very good start. 

The course each day was an 
approximaté 90-mile loop which the 
riders rode twice. A special test was 
laid out in each loop so the riders 
repeated the test each day. Also an 


acceleration test was run once each 
day. The Day One and Two special 
test was located near the MX course 
where the Swedish Grand Prix is held. 
So after traversing some woods (via a 
bulldozed trail), the riders came out 
on the MX course where they made a 
loop and then back into the woods to 
the finish of the test. The area was very 
sandy and some of the riders were 
having problems turning in the sand. 
The bulldozed portion of the course 
presented problems — after a few 
riders had gone through, the hidden 
roots and rocks became exposed 
causing more than one crash. 

At the end of the day West Germany 
led the Trophy Team standings with 
Italy second, Czechs third, U.S.A 
fourth and East Germany fifth. We 
were looking pretty good. Most of our 
riders were on gold but a few were just 
off. Tom Krehbiel and Ron Lamastus 
(SWM) ended the day about 10 points 
off of gold. Rookie Steve Whitworth 
(Hus) from Texas had a few problems 
and dropped two minutes at a time 
check which dropped him down into 
the Silver medal category also. Gary 
Edmond (Suz) led Kevin LaVoie in the 
350cc class by just three points. 

Barry Higgins (Mai), who was 
shooting for his first finish after five 
DNFs, found himself on silver after 
falling down in both special tests. 
Barry was just trying too hard. Jim 
Fishback (Yam) found himself on the 
same minute with KTM flash Frank 
Gallo who was a top contender for top 
American. Frank finished the day in 
fourth place in the 500cc class while 
Fishback learned to ride in the woods 
of which he had had precious little 
exposure, being an ex-desert racer 
along with Husky riders Larry 
Roeseler and A.C. Bakken who all 
looked smooth and were on solid gold 
in their first ISDT. 

Before impound the Husky riders 
removed their exhaust pipes for next 
morning's replacements. It wasn’t a 
big deal but the factory had welded 
double wall head pipes onto single wall 
cones and they were leery of vibration 
cracking so they wanted to replace the 
pipes with all single wall systems. 


Day Two 

Dennis Reese (Yam) changed a bent 
sprocket the previous night but still 
kept throwing chains. It didn’t cause 
him any late points and he finally got 
the problem straightened out. Tires 
seemed to be holding up well in the 
sandy terrain but most riders planned 
on replacing them at the end of the 
day. The weather was cold and 
overcast with rain during the night. 
Good riding weather. 

The West German Trophy Team

received a severe setback when 
Eberhard Weber broke a chain on his 
Zundapp in the special test and took 
40 minutes to fix it! The misfortune 
put the West Germans back to 13th 
and moved the Italians into first. The 
Czechs moved into second and the 
U.S. Team to third! Things were 
looking up. Weber was a strong second 
in the 125cc class at the time of his 
misfortune. The Italians started to 
burn up the special tests. With Sachs 
in the small displacement classes and 
SWM s in the larger classes they were 
starting to look like they just might 
upset the Czechs. 

At the end of the day, Krehbiel and 
Lamastus moved up to gold status. 
Drew Smith (Suz) held down top 
American in the 175cc class at 14th as 
teammate Mike Rosso fell in the 
second test and lost a bunch of points, 
moving him back to 21st. 

In the 250cc class Ted Leimbach 
(KTM) was first American just ahead 
of Jack Penton (KTM) at seventh and 
eighth. Dick Burleson was a steady 
10th while favoring a very sore 
shoulder which he incurred in a crash 
during a National Enduro earlier in 
the year. American hopes were high. 
Day Three 

A new course and a new special test. 
It was laid out in a farmer's sprawling 
pasture. It was exactly what I had 
always pictured a ISDT special test to 
be in my mind. Nowhere on the course 
could the riders get into sixth gear. It 
was a tricky, rider's skill course. Quite 
unsimilar to the balls-to-the-wall 
special tests the U.S. qualifiers are 
fond of running. The small bikes 
slipped and slid on the wet grass until 
finally the bigger bikes dug through 








the grass to the loamy soil beneath. 
Primo traction. The Italians were not 
as wild as I had preconceived them to 
be. They were going very fast and very 
smooth. 

You can tell a Czech without 
looking up his number. They have a 
certain style. Except Jiri Stodulka. 
He's got his own unique riding 
technique. 

Gallo’s back was hurting him but 
not slowing him down much. Ted 
Worrell’s (Suz) knee was bothering 
him. He fell down in the special test 
with the bike landing on the knee. An 
observer predicts he won't last another 
day. Ted has had four operations on 
the hurt knee. 

Swedish rider Torbjorn Jansson 
(Hus) took over the 500cc class lead 
over the Czechs. The Swedes had 
something to cheer about since they 
lost a trophy team member on Day 
One. 

The word got around that the King 
of Sweden was at the special test! Sure 
enough, there he was! Not too shabby. 
I couldn't imagine Carter coming if it 
was in the States. The Swedes 
publicized the race well. It was in the 
local papers and on the TV news each 
night, 

Back on the course a strange 
obstacle loomed in the form of a 2” x 6” 
plank cross a drainage ditch. One slip 
and into three feet of water. Mike 
Rosso slipped. Luckily there were 
people there to help him out. Frank 
Gallo crashed and cracked his gas 
tank. Some epoxy and duct tape 
patched things up. z 

Fishback was learning quick. He 
beat Gallo in the second special test. 
And he was staying with Gallo on the 








and the air bottle wouldn't fill the 
replacement tube. He dropped three 
points at a time check. Fishback got 
stuck in a mud section and lost a 
minute at a time check. He tried to go 
around the mud bog and that was 
worse. The extra 60 points dropped 
him to 2st in class. Fishback and 
Gallo were both on the Swedish News, 
Gallo pulling a beautiful wheelie for 
the cameraman. 

The Italians met disaster. Trophy 
Team member Pietro Gagni (SWM) 
lost his electrics for 40 minutes. There 
was a hot rumor that the Italians 
changed the whole engine. But no 
matter. The Czechs were now in first 
place. The East Germans climbed past 
the U.S.A. into second while we 
maintained third. 

The woods were full of “support” 
riders. They don’t like to call it 
cheating. Support is a better word. 
The U.S. had the fewest support riders 
but we do it too. It’s expected. The 
Czechs knew where each course 
marshall was at all times. They were 
very organized. Gallo was still top 
American and fifth in the 500cc class. 
Day Four 

Our Trophy Team hopes went out 
the window when word of Jack 
Penton’s troubles filtered back. He 
had a flat rear tire and stopped to 
change it. The tube he put in went 
flat. Pinched? Jack says no, it had a 
hole in it. He carried it on the back of 
his bike. Vulnerable. A rider drops 
him a tube. Jack was 20 minutes late to 
a time check. 

The special test was the reverse of 
Day Three and just as challenging. 
Fishback beat Gallo in both special 
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tests and moved up to 16th. It looked 
like he was really enjoying himself. If 
he hadn't lost the 60 points he would 
be ninth in class. Tom Krehbiel! was 
barely on gold but hanging in there. 
All of our 175cc riders were solid gold. 
Ted Leimbach was sixth in the 250cc 
class with Burleson 12th. Kevin 
Piasecki (KTM) was 21st and riding a 
steady race, making few mistakes. 

Kevin LaVoie was seventh in the 
350cc class and doing very well in the 
special tests, turning the same times as 
Gallo. Gary Edmond is impressive at 
13th on the PE251 Suzuki. He was 
beating former World Motocross 
Champion Jeff Smith (C-A), who was 
riding for Canada. Smith was 15th. 
Trophy Team member Jeff Hill, whose - 
dad was running the KTM pits, was 
riding a very smooth, mistake free 
race. And Barry Higgins moved up to 
a solid gold medal status after a poor 
start by staying upright in the special 
tests. “Slowed down and went faster,” 
said Barry. Dennis Reese was barely on 
gold but hung in there. Larry Roeseler 
rode conservatively due to a gimpy 
knee but was well into gold. Fellow 
desert racer A.C. Bakken was also on 
gold but didn’t have any cushion to 
make a mistake with. 

Russ Powell (KTM) was solid silver 
and was five minutes late to a time 
check. U.S.A. dropped to seventh in 
the Trophy Team standings. France 
moved into third place behind Czecho 
and East Germany with England 
fourth. Holland slipped into fifth with 
Poland sixth in front of the U.S.A. 
Isn't anything sacred? Ted Worrell 
finally dropped out with a very gimpy 
knee. He couldn't take the chance on 
injuring it further.

Day Five 


», The riders were tired. The course 
had „worn them down. Day Five was 
Supposed to be a long, hard day. It was 
long, but hardly hard. The riders 
thought it was the easiest day of the 
event. A new special test, located in a 
gravel quarry, was mostly sand. They 
laid out a two mile course in a half- 
mile-square area! Again sixth gear was 
useless because it was tight with a lot of 
turns. Steve Hess (KTM) arrived at a 
time check and discovered a broken 
motor mount bolt. Lo and behold he 
“discovered” one in his fanny pack. 

At, the special test Mike Melton 
came limping in with his Husky 
looking like a weird trials bike. He hit 
a tree and severely bent the forks back. 
He limped around the special test and 
we yelled at him to hang in there, try 
to finish. Mike crashed at a blind 
curve- on a fast dirt road. 
Unfortunately Fishback also crashed 
there. But Fishback hit a tree with his 
arm. and broke it. The arm, not the 
tree. A Swedish Army Helicopter 
arrived and airlifted him to the 
hospital where they determined it was 
not too bad of a break and didn’t cast 
it, telling Jim to wait till he gets home 
to do it. Melton said the crash location 
was. bad; while he was laying there 


John Fero (Yam) came flying through’ 


the air and landed on him! Luckily 
neither was hurt. Ted Leimbach also 
laid it down at the spot but didn’t ding 
himself or the bike. Fishback was 
disappointed, he had really started to 
get the hang of things. He plans on 
being back next year. 

Tom Krehbiel was riding good and 
providing himself with a cushion. He 
wants that gold! The Italians were 








leading the 50cc, 75cc, 250cc and 
350cc classes. 

The 350cc class leader, Guglielmo 
Andreini, was leading the ISDT 
overall on his 350 straight-leg-fork 
SWM. The Czechs, Stanislav Zloch 
and Jiri Stodulka, were leading the 
500cc class on their air-shocked Jawas. 
Lord, were they smooth! One of the 
Czéch club team members broke an 
air shock and just pumped twice as 
much air into the other and motored 
right on light nothing had happened. 
Barry Higgins was starting to hope this 
will be his year to finish. 

Day Six 

The last day is traditionally a short 
day with heads up motocross. As the 
riders arrived from the short 70-mile 
ride for impound before the motocross 
it started to rain. It was just a drizzle at 
first but then it rained harder. It 
didn’t let up. The motocross was laid 
out in a grass field, which turned to 
mud. The riders with enough time 
changed the rear tire for better 
traction in the motocross. Jeff Hill cut 
it a little too close and got into 
impound a few seconds out of his 
grace. He was mad at himself for the 
unnecessary 60 point penalty he just 
accrued. His dad just shook his head. 
All of our riders got in so they are 
considered official finishers. However, 
they could win or lose a gold at the 
motocross. By the time the 50cc and 
75cc heat got off, the course was very 
muddy and slippery. It got worse as 
the day went on. Our riders didn’t 
seem to handle the mud very well and 
some of them were falling down. In 
the 350cc heat, Kevin LaVoie fell 
twice and was just circulating. You 
could tell by just looking at him that 
he felt he had lost his gold. By the time 
the 500cc class started, the course was 





a mess but rideable except at one 
drainage ditch which became a 
quagmire. Frank Gallo led his heat 
much to the cheers of the Americans. 
However, riders were becoming stuck 
in the ditch and #299, West German 
Paul Rottler who was fourth in the 
500cc class became stuck. He was 
furious! He decided to lay down in the 
only line available and created a huge 
bottleneck! At one point there were 
over a dozen riders stuck. The mud 
had made the scoring a mess anyway. 
As it turned out, the jury decided to 
throw out the motocross in the scoring 
and the event was finally over. Six 
days, 1000 miles, 11 special tests, five 


acceleration tests and approximately / 


50 time checks. If you handled it well, 
you got a gold medal, a symbol of 
superiority and well deserved. If you at 
least finished, a bronze medal was 
your reward. Many riders will treasure 
their bronze. Mike Melton got the only 
bronze medal for the U.S. team this 
year. Considering that on day five he 
didn’t know if his bent up bike could 
possibly make it to the finish he was 
pretty happy to receive the bronze. 
Our silver medal winners either had 
bad luck which cost them points (Jack 
Penton for example) or just weren't 
fast enough in the special tests to rate a 
gold. 

Our “rookie” crop of riders 
performed well and most will be back 
next year with a year's experience 
behind them. Barry Higgins deserves 
special mention for his first finish and 
a well deserved gold after a poor start. 

Ted Leimbach ended up top 
American in the 250cc class and 
deserved it, he rode a very smart, fast 
race. 

Team Suzuki was impressive as the 
Yellow Zonkers ran like clockwork and 





made Team Manager John Morgan 
very happy. Realistically we probably 
can’t challenge for the trophy yet. But 
there’s no doubt we are one of the 
world’s three best teams. 

Al Eames did his usual good job as 
Team Manager, travel agent and 
babysitter. Kathy Wanta got very little 
sleep during the week and represented 
the U.S. on the jury extremely well. 

And a special note of appreciation 
should go to the many volunteers who 
manned checks, sloshed through mud 


` to pull our riders out, and provided 


moral support. Without them, there 
certainly couldn't be a U.S. effort at 
all. o

Yamaha's. Bob “Hurricane” Hannah won two 
of the five Subaru International Motorcycle 
Olympiad II individual events at Saddleback 
Park to come out on the top side of a point tie 


for first with Kawasaki's Jammin’ 
Jimmy Weinert. 


The race was decided in the. 


last few feet of the final event, 


the motocross. On the last lap — no 
white flag was given — Hannah was 
leading with Weinert second. Had the 
order remained, Weinert would have 
won by two points. But Scott Gillman, 
a hot local motocrosser, edged by 
Weinert in the last turn to take second 
in the event. 

John Hateley put together a consis- 
tent score to take third. Rex Staten, 
riding for the first time with Yamaha 
factory colors, was fourth. 

There were two double event 
winners. Camel Pro Series rookie 
Eddie Lawson took his flat track 
framed TT500 Yamaha to short track 





and TT wins while Hannah triumphed 
in the cross country and motocross 
events. Staten won the drag race. 


Goodyear short track 

The flat trackers were out to 
revenge the sound whipping handed 
them by the motocrossers in last year’s 
Olympiad. And ` they had an 
advantage - both the short track and 
TT required Class C traction 
treaded tires. Lawson was the only 
rider to show up without long travel 
suspension and that proved to be his 
early advantage. During practice he 
was pitching the Shell Racing 
Specialties Yamaha right down on its 
cases through the turns, Unofficially, 
he was turning laps in. the high 15- 
second bracket while the rest of the 
field struggled in the 16s around 
Saddleback’s sandy oval. 


Hannah disappeared from practice 
for a brief period of time to stretch a 
too-short spring in the carburetor. Jeff 
Jennings, riding a Wheelsmith Maico, 
had engine problems, but made his 
heat race and led it until the seizure 
problem reoccurred. Al Baker went on 
to win that first heat over Jimmy 
Weinert. 

Jeff Ward and his factory Yamaha 
won the second heat ahead of Maico- 
mounted John Gennai; Dave Aldana 
kept his TT500 Yamaha in front of 
John Hateley's Maico in the third; and 
Eddie Lawson simply ran away with 
the fourth heat over Rick Hocking. 
The semi qualified the final four 
riders: Gary Jones (Ammex), Bob 
Hannah, Rex Staten and Jim Gibson 
(Bassett Yam). 


The remainder of the finishing 
order in the semi filled~the points 
positions after the main event riders. A 
consolation race was run to complete 
the points order and was won by 
speedway rider Gene Woods (Suz). 


In the main, Lawson was on the 
pole but Al Baker took the holeshot. 
Lawson got around him, but the race 
was red-flagged due to a crash. On the 
restart, Lawson blew into the lead and 
was never headed. Aldana latched on

to the second spot ahead of Gennai 
and Baker. 

Hocking displaced Baker for fourth 
a lap later. Hateley was working ”‘his 
way up from a middle-of-the-pack 
start. Along the way he passed 
Weinert, and they both passed’ Baker 
to occupy fifth and sixth by mid-racé. 

Hocking and Gennai got into a good 
tussle over third place and Hocking 
grabbed it at the three-quarter mark. 
Jeff Ward finished eighth behind 
Baker and ahead of Jones, Staten, 
Hannah and Gibson. 

Yamaha TT 

This year’s TT was enlarged beyond 
the short track and infield section ‘of 
the previous year, and some adjacent 
fireroad and connecting track were 
graded, watered and included. 

TT practice was marked by ‘the 
retirement of 1977 Olympiad winner 
Kent ‘Howerton. Howerton, ‘on a 
factory Suzuki, had twisted his’ left 
ankle during the short track. Unable 
to use the leg properly for sliding} he 
fell during TT practice and decided to 
call it a day rather than take further 
risks a week before the Trans-AMA 
Series gets underway. 

Scott Gillman (Yam) and “Jim 
Gibson were the direct transfers to the 
final from the first heat. Both are hot

SoCal motocrossers and were called on 
late. when injuries, illness and no- 
shows hurt the original field. Both put 
on.excellent rides during the course of 
the day. 

Lawson put on another runaway 
show in the second heat to garner the 
pole position once again. Gennai took 
second. 

Motocrossers took the transfers 
from the third heat with Jeff Jennings 
and Weinert leading the way. 

Team Honda's Brad Lackey, riding 
a CR250R with works forks and Moto- 
X Fox Airshox had appeared uneasy in 
the short track and finished very 
poorly. But Lackey blasted into the 
fourth heat lead with Hocking in tow. 
Hocking closed and late in the race, 
stuffed it under Bad Brad in a tight 
pass through turn one. 

John Hateley took the semi win over 
Kawasaki's Gassin’ Gaylon Mosier, 
Aldana and Gary Jones. 

Hannah failed to make the main 
event after a high speed crash. “I had 
these really bad tires and they kept 
washing out. I kept it on (approaching 
a high speed downhill left), hit the 
bank and endoed,” said Hannah later. 

After Team Yamaha's Broc Glover 
had taken the consolation race, the 
main rolled to the line. Lawson got out 





front, followed by Gennai, Lackey and 
Jennings. 

Jennings passed Lackey and Gennai 
on the first lap, while Hateley and 
Gillman moved into positions behind 
Lackey. Hateley passed Lackey and 
Weinert and Hocking moved into the 
positions behind Lackey. 

Out front Lawson was busy 
increasing his lead. Hateley was into 
third on lap three and an interesting 
battle between Jennings, Hateley and 
Gennai ensued. But by the fifth 
circuit, Hateley was in second, where 
he would remain. Jennings dropped 
out two laps later and the leaderboard 
was set at Lawson, Hateley, Gennai, 
Lackey, Weinert and Hocking. . 


Kawasaki cross country 

Riders were allotted 10 minutes to 
change wheels and tires prior to the 
cross country race. Broc Glover ran 
into problems when he discovered a 
bearing missing from his knobby-shod 
wheel and had to take the hub from 
another wheel apart. He finished a few 
mintues out of his allotted time. 

The cross country course, 4.1 miles 
through Saddleback's back section, 
was the subject of a few pre-race 
horror stories from the competitors 
and especially from the announcers, 





The course included _hillclimbs, 
Marrow rain-rutted gullies, rock 
sections, etc. 

Scott Gillman, who practically lives 
next door to Saddleback, was the 
leader at the end of the first loop. 
Trailing him were Mosier, Hannah, 
Ward, Rich Eierstedt on the factory 
Can-Am, Glover, John Fero on an 
ISDT Yamaha, Jennings, Weinert, 
Staten, Gary Semics on another 
factory Can-Am, Kawasaki's Steve 
Stackable, Al Baker and Bob 
Balentine (KTM). Lackey, who 
appeared to have had a good start 
from the dead-engine LeMans 
procedure, must have run into 
trouble, for he came by in 20th. 

Hannah moved into the lead on the 
second lap. Gillman and Jennings both 
dropped out; Gillman broke the top 
triple clamp through one of the rough 
sections and Jennings got off. Jeff was 
through for the day, while Gillman 
sent for another triple clamp from his 
nearby house. 

At the end of the third and final 
lap, Hannah had about 30 seconds on 
Mosier. Eierstedt, Ward, Glover, 
Weinert, Staten, Gennai, Semics, 
Stackable, Jones, Lackey (12th as 
compared to 20th on the first loop), 
Gibson, Fero, Baker, Balentine, Larry

Roeseler (Hus) and 
Wallingsford (Hus) followed. 

Lawson, who had said earlier that 
he wouldn’t ride the cross country, did 
complete one lap on the flat tracker 
(“Just barely,” he quipped after the 
event.). 

Sue Fish (Yam), who had been 
doing fairly well, was unable to 
compete in the cross country. A bolt in 
a fork which held the damping rod, 


backed off and allowed the oil to’ 


drain. She couldn't get the bolt 
refastened and the oil refilled in time. 
Yamaha drag race 

The scheduled drag hillclimb was 
changed to a 100-yard drag race in the 
short track infield. Riders went head 
to head in an elimination format. The 
event was timed and placings after 
fifth were determined by the times. A 
motocross-style starting gate was used. 

There was some confusion in 
spectating the event. AMA officials 
thought there was to be no practice 
and the first round was run off. The 
promoters had a conflicting idea, so 
the first round was re-run. 

There were also several “byes” or 
runs without competition and Hateley 
only faced one opponent before the 
final two rounds. After some more 
confusion, the field was narrowed to 
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Alan Christian (18) found that his Maico didn't slide sideways as deftly as

Staten and speedway rider Alan 
Christian (Mai). Staten won easily 
after Christian hit a berm that marked 
the boundry of his lane. Hateley was 
third ahead of Eierstedt, Lackey,

and Ward. Weinert was 12th. 
Yamaha motocross 

Going into the motocross, it 
appeared that Gennai had the points 
lead; several others were within 
striking distance. 

Hannah pulled the holeshot off 
Saddleback’s rear starting gate, but 
was in third behind Gillman and 
Winert at the conclusion of the first 
lap. Staten, Eierstedt, Gibson and 
Lackey were in pursuit of the leaders. 

Two laps into the 30-minute moto, 
Hannah was dropped to fourth by 
Staten. The Hurricane regained the 
position two laps later. 

The leading trio of Gillman, 
Weinert and Hannah quickly left the 
pack and set up their own exciting 
battle for the lead. Eierstedt dropped 
out on lap nine when the petcock 
pulled away from the gas tank. Staten 
was still fourth and he was leading 
Gibson, Lackey, Ward, Mosier, 
Semics, Stackable, Hateley, Glover 
and Gennai. 

On the 12th lap, Hannah nosed by 








Weinert on a fall-away right hander 
past the finish line. Still the group 
stayed tight as Hannah tried a variety 
of lines to get past Gillman. 

Four laps later, Hannah passed 
Gillman on a fast stretch to take the 
lead. Weinert followed suit by stuffing 
it under Gillman in a tight right turn. 
Stackable was out with a broken 
connecting rod. 

Staten and Gibson still held fourth 
and fifth, but Mosier had worked his 
way around Lackey and Ward. Semics 
also set Ward back a position. 
Hateley, Glover (who'd stalled once 
and fallen once) and Roeseler trailed 
the “Flying Freckle.” 

Weinert said after the race that he 
was looking for a white flag. There 
wasn't one. Seconds after the 
Hurricane took the checkered flag, 
Gillman put a surprise move on 
Weinert in the final turn to take 
second place a few feet in front of the 
Jammer. 

Behind the top three were Staten, 
Gibson, Mosier, Lackey, Semics, 
Ward and Hateley. 

Hannah and Weinert ended up in a 
152-point tie that was broken by 
Hannah's two wins. For his victory, 
Hannah recived $10,000, which he 
will give to the Muscular Dystrophy 





Foundation, and a brand new Subaru 
Brat truck, which he said he will give 
to his sister. 

Weinert, though surely 
disappointed, felt his strong showing 
will give him a boost heading into the 
Trans-AMA Series as well as signaling 
a comeback after two mediocre years. 

“I know Hannah's not going to sleep 
for a while,” said the Jammer during 
the trophy presentation held in near 
darkness. Weinert received $4,500. 

Hateley was only three points off the 
pace and his third in the points was 
good for $2,000. Staten, with 142, was 
fourth ahead of Gennai, Ward, 
Hocking, Eierstedt, Lackey and 
Mosier. Lawson, who had very little 
success in the final three events, 
finished 16th — one position out of the 
money. e

“I think that Barry Sheene got 
off on the wrong foot this year. 
The first problem with Barry 
was that he said that I was no 
good, no threat. Well that’s 
wrong, because if, after all the 
times Barry has raced against 
me, he doesn’t know Im a 
threat, he’s blind!” 


Kenny Roberts relaxed in his motor- 
home at the Nurburgring and looked 
back at his first full season of Grand 
Prix racing that had earned him the 
500cc title. 


“You can’t say that people are no 
good. I think that Barry is a very good 
racer. If I said he was no good and he 
beat me, what would that make me? It 
was just like when he said that Pat 
Hennen was no good, and then Pat 
beat him. Barry had to do something. 
What was he going to do? 

“Instead of backing out of it 
gracefully he went overboard a little 
bit. But that's the way Barry wants to 
do things. It may be the right way, I 
don’t know. What I do know is that it 
isn't the way I'd do things. 

“I feel all the riders are good, 
provided their bikes are good and the 
track is right, and they feel right. But 
you don’t say people are no good, 
because then you don't have to beat 
anyone. If everyone is no good, who do 
you have to beat? 

“In the States they just don’t believe 
some of the stuff they've been reading 
lately. What set things off was the 
500cc race at Silverstone, but it has 
been happening for quite a while and 
building up. 

“I know you can't please everyone 
with the things you say, but I believe 
that there is more sportsmanship in 
America. and with most of the 
privateers in Europe at the moment 
than with the headman. 

“Barry's feelings on racing are 
probably a lot different to mine. If you 
get beat, you get beat. You just have to 
try harder next time. It’s not such a big 











deal. I didn’t think it was going to be 
such a game of excuses on racing. I 
didn’t think it was going to be that 
way. I had to come over here for a year 
and see for myself. But everyone gets 
beat. I don’t caré who they are.” 


With almost a full season of 
European racing behind him now, has 
Kenny changed in any way? 


“I don't think so. The only thing is 
that some aspects of the racing make 
me so angry that I have to back off in- 
to third gear, otherwise I'd just blow 
up. 

“I don’t see any one FIM official 
that I can go to each week and say why 
is this done like this? If someone could 
give me an answer I'd be better off. 
I'm sure there are answers to the 
questions that bug me, it's just that 
there is no one to give them. 

“There are just too many classes and 
too many people running the GP's. 
There should just be three or four guys 
running. every. round, of the World 


Championship. 

“Just because the Germans, for 
example, like the -50cc class, that’s no 
reason to keep including it in the GP’s. 
Motorcycle racing has to go forward, 
and it's better for everyone if we have 
just three or four races at a World 
Championship round instead of the six 
we have sometimes now. 

“The spectators would be happy to 
see four good races and the press 
would be able to give more detailed 
reports. Just as important, the same 
amount of cash that the organisers pay 
out to the riders in six classes could be 
split among fewer competitors. 

“They say, ‘What about the guys 
who ride the fifties?’ I don’t care about 
the guys who race the fifties. If they 
can't ride a 125, well, I'm sorry! But I 
believe they can, and I believe that the 
guys who race 125’s can ride 250's. I 
can ride anything, it doesn’t matter. 
And if other guys applied themselves 
they could, too. 

. “There ,are, 400 , riders, now, at a 





Grand Prix and they get next ‘to 
nothing to race, because they all-get 


. the FIM minimum. The organisers are 


paying out a lot of money in total, but 
nobody is benefitting from it. I don't 
think that start money is the complete 
answer. I think that I should get 
$1,000 or $2,000 to start in a race, but 
that the first prize should be $5,000. 
That way the guy that gets just $500 to 
show up at a race has a chance ‘to 
make money if he wins, too. 

“Start money is essential to help all 
riders pay their way, but after that it 
should be big money for the first three 
home. There are some races, ‘like 
Finland, where the basic start money 
should be higher because it’s. such a 
long way. If start money gets too big 
for the stars it means that the com- 
petition gets worse because the little 
guys don’t get enough to go. 

“There are other races like the 
Venezuelan Grand Prix that I think 
should be either scrubbed from. the 
calendar or drastically altered so that 
it is fairer for the competitors. It is 
such a long way away that the 
organisers should hire a plane in 
Europe for everyone who wants to 
race, and it should fly them, their 
mechanics, and family, plus the bikes 
and spares to Venezuela free of 
charge. The other end they should 
have some big trucks to carry the bikes 
to the circuit. 

“If they can’t do that then they 
shouldn't run a GP. It cost me $6,000 
out of my pocket to race in Venezuela. 
That's crazy! 

“The season started reasonably easy 
while we were on race tracks; but 
things were more difficult when we 
came to the longer circuits and the 
street circuits. 

“After Assen the whole year 
changed, and not just the race. cir- 
cuits. At the Dutch TT the Suzukis 
were faster than they had been before. 
At Assen I could ride hard on three or 
four corners and make up a bit of 
ground on Barry and then he would 
be able to pull it all back on, the 
straight. That made him harder, to 
beat. 












“Since then Suzuki has been giving 
a bike away at every GP and that 
makes it more difficult. On top of that, 
Suzuki has been giving their team 
men orders. Yamaha hasn't, and that 
has made life more difficult! 

“For the final race at Nurburgring it 
would have been nice if Yamaha had 
issued some instructions to either 
Johnny Cecotto or Takazumi 
Katayama in case they had been 
behind Barry and ahead of me and so 
jeopardized my chances, but they 
didn’t. In fact Yamaha in Japan has 
always wanted Johnny Cecotto to win 
the series. 

“In Venezuela at the start of the 
season I had the same 500 that I have 
now, except that it didn’t have the 
separate cylinders. I didn’t know 
Cecotto had a special bike until the 
second day of practice, and then I 
think it was Barry who told me. The 
Japanese were being rather secretive 
about it. That made me a little upset. 
We had pulled the money together to 
come over to Europe. I didn't want 
anything better than anyone else, but I 
wanted at least the same. 

“My bike seized on the first lap 
because of some problems we had been 
having in practice. But I feel if the 
bike had hung together I would have 
been running with Barry in the race. 
The heat was the biggest problem, not 
the opposition. But I think I could 
have coped with that. 

“After that we were given the good 
stuff by the factory and went to Spain. 
We had some problems with throttles 
sticking open and Pat Hennen beat 
me. At that time I felt that Pat was 
going tobe the big threat, anyway. His 
form in England at Easter was good 
and’ I wasn't too worried about Barry. 
The races at Austria and France con- 
firmed that. 

“Pat was faster this-year than Barry 
and was ready to beat him. I'm not 
saying he would have been World 
Champion, but if it hadn't been for his 
crash in the TT he would have been 
higher up in the championship points 
than Barry. It’s hard to say, perhaps he 
could have been champion. Certainly, 
at the time he was hurt, he was riding 
better than Barry. 

“In France things worked out well. I 
like the track, the tires were good 
and they lasted the distance. It might 
have looked easy, but it's never easy. 
On a good race track | think I can be 
competitive with anyone. 

“I liked Mugello in Italy. Everything 
was working good there. When the 
bike is right and the tires working 
good it makes it a lot easier on me. All 
I had to do was ride it and Pat Hennen 
was again the only threat. 

“Pat's and my bike were about dead 
even, but he had a little bit extra on 
acceleration. But after Assen the 
Suzukis were a bit quicker. 

“At the Dutch TT my bike was run- 
ning a bit rich, because of the lack of 
time in practice, so Cecotto’s bike was 
going a bit better. But when a slower 
guy put me on the grass on the last lap 
I lost the only chance I had of passing 
him. 

“I knew where I had to pass him. 
There's a hard braking, right hand 
corner after the esses. I was going to 
draft him going in, pull out and out- 
brake him, and there was no place left 
for him to repass me. Three corners 
before that, though, the slower guy 
put me on the grass. 

“J didn’t like the Belgian GP at all. 
One problem was that I only had 
about seven laps practice altogether, 
and of them, only five were in the 
dry. I didn’t hate it - I just thought the 
track was stupid. It didn’t make sense 
to have to go that fast with the guard 
rails all the way round.the circuit. It 
wouldn't have mattered where I 
finished. Even if I had won I would

Morehead mows The 
Meadows; Springsteen 
increases points lead

MEADOWLANDS, PA, SEPT. 17 


Steve Morehead scored the first National win 
of his career with a wire-to-wire ride in the in- 
augural Camel Pro Series half mile at The 
Meadows, a harness racing facility 20 miles 


south of Pittsburgh. Billy 
Schaeffer never strayed from 
second place for 20 laps in his 
runnerup role, but it took a con- 


ference of AMA officials to determine 
that he had not been nipped by Hank 
Scott at the finish line. Morehead was 
reeled in by Schaeffer and Scott in the 
closing laps and held only a three 
bikelength margin of victory when the 
checkered flag fluttered. 

“I never looked back once. I knew 
they were there, but I wasn’t worried,” 
said Morehead who -was riding his 
Doug Sehl prepared Harley-Davidson 
sponsored by KK Insurance/KK 


Motorcycle Supply. “It was one of 
those races where by riding a little 
slower and smoother you were going 
faster than those guys who tried to gas 
it and risked slipping off the groove. 
You know, champagne never tested so 
good before.” 

“I was hoping I would win,” said 
Team  Bel-Ray/Schaeffer’s H-D- 
sponsored Billy Schaeffer after the 
race. “But I'm proud of second place. 
I've been going too fast lately not to 
have my luck change. In all, it was a 
good weekend. I wrapped up the 
Eastern Regional Championship Expert 
title yesterday and adding that to 





today’s second place finish makes me 
feel pretty good.” 

Hank Scott was smiling. “Hey, now 
I've got breathing room in my battle 
with (Ted) Boody for third (187-176) 
in the standings. Im a little 
disappointed that I didn’t get second, 
but I didn’t get the drive I needed off 
turn four on the last lap. Still, it was 
pretty darn close,” said Scott. The 
Carl Patrick Racing-sponsored rider 
then mumbled something about things 
were going to be a lot different at San 
Jose. 

The battle for the lead in the Camel 
Pro Series point standings took place 
in mid-pack this week with Jay 
Springsteen making a determined 
charge from a last place start to a sixth 
place finish.

Rick Campbell and Roger Crump 
qualified Bill Kennedy American's in 
26 and 27th positions. Both went -to 
the semis with Campbell making the 
Trophy Race. He finished 10th. “The 
power is there,” said Campbell. “But 
we have to get it to hook up.”

Steve Eklund and Hank Scott were 
quickly on the move dispatching Steve 
Freeman and Kenny McDonald from 
Scott bumped 
Eklund to third with a last lap pass ‘in 
turn three while Jones romped home: 

The second heat went into restart 
status when Terry Poovey on the Team 
Bel-Ray/Tex Peel XR tagged leader 
Dave Sehl’s Poole’s H-D-sponsored 
Harley sending Sehl into the haybales 
in turn one. Poovey was later fined $50 
for rough riding tactics. 

Poovey took it easier on the restart 
and waited three laps to drop Sehl to 
second as Mike Kidd came up to push 
Sehl down another spot. Kidd closed 
on Poovey’s rear tire in the final laps, 
but slipped off the groove in turn one 
and lost the challenge. 

Heat three found Boody and 
Morehead going at it wheel-to-wheel 
for the lead as Scott Drake held his 
Warren H-D-sponsored XR in front of 
Jay Springsteen in a duel for third 
place. 

The battles went down to the final 
two laps with Morehead getting a drive 
off turn four on the next to last lap to 
take the lead and hold it. Boody was a 
bikelength behind at the flag. In a 
carbon copy situation, Drake 
frustrated Springer and took third by 
less than a bikelength sending 
Springer into the semis. 

Joe Wilson got such a good start in 
heat four that they had to red flag it 
and start again. This time it was Corky 
Keener letting the field eat his dust. 
Danny Cartwright put his Viper 
Racing Frames-sponsored XR_ into 
second quickly, but was immediately 
hounded by Schaeffer. By the fifth 
lap, Schaeffer had moved by and the 
final three riders to go to the National 
from the heats were set. 


Semis 

Gary Scott clutched his ticket to the 
National for nine laps and two turns 
before Jackie Mitchell aboard his 
Team Bel-Ray/Bayne’s H-D XR 
snatched it away with a late braking 
pass into turn three for a ‘two

bikelength margin at the checkers in 
the first semi. 

Springsteen’s 10-lap dash in the 
second semi to take the final spot in 
the National was intently watched 
from the pits by Eklund. Springer 
grabbed the lead immediately and was 
repeatedly challenged by Chuck 
Palmgren. 


Trophy Race 

The Trophy Race, run last due to a 
threat of bad weather, provided 
another cliffhanger finish for Gary 
Scott, but this time the win was his. 
Garth Brow moved to second on lap 
five and then began to reel in Scott. 
Brow waited until the final turn of the 
final lap to make ‘his move. He slipped 
under Scott and the two charged to the 
flag. It was Scott’s KK Motorcycle 
Supply XR by a whisker in front of the 
Klotz/Wiseco Harley of Brow'’s. “It 
was a heck of a show for the fans,” said 
Scott afterwards. “It should have been 
in the National.” 


National 


The main topic of conversation in the 
pits was tire choice. With the 
announcement that the National 
would run before the Trophy Race, 
the choice boiled down to a flip of the 
coin for many. The dilemma was 
simple: A soft compound tire gives 
immediate traction and thus an early 
lap edge, but might not last 20 laps; a 
hard compound wouldn’t stick until it 
heated up, but would be good for a 
late lap charge — if you could make 
one on the narrow groove. Most riders, 
including the top three finishers, went 
with a softie. 

Mike Kidd's ignition failed on the 
line and he was a non-starter. 

A superb start by Keener went for 
nothing as Lance Jones slid into the 
bales in turn three, bringing out the 
red flag. Jones was up and back on the 
line quickly. After straightening the 
front end and handlebars, he was 
ready to go. During that time Drake 
went to the pits and added a few 
pounds air pressure to his rear tire. 
“Those few pounds of air made all the 
difference,” said Drake later. “I was 
slipping’ and sliding badly on that 
front lap.” 

It was Morehead who led the restart 
and his rear tire was all that anyone 
would see for the remaining 20 laps. 
Schaeffer tucked in behind with 
Keener, Drake, Scott, Sehl and 
Eklund in tow. 





This time as the pack reached turn 
three Boody slid out and into the 


bales. However, there was no red flag 


and Boody was quick to get back into 
action. 

Springer, starting from the second 
row, was last away on the restart. He 
picked up four spots on the opening 
lap and just as quickly lost them when 
he slipped off the groove. Take it easy 
for the next few laps became the 
strategy- as he waited for his hard 
compound rear tire to warm up. 

By lap five Morehead had pulled 
out about eight bikelengths’ insurance 
as Schaeffer, Keener, Scott, Drake, 
Poovey, Eklund, Sehl and Cartwright 
all waited for someone to make a 
mistake in their follow the leader 
game. Passing in the corners was 
practically non-existent. 

By lap 10 the front four were still 
the same while Poovey had moved past 
Drake. Jones, feeling the effects of the 
crash, had already pulled into the pits. 
Springer was closing on Eklund 
although it would take another five 
laps before he could pass. 

Scott slowly ate away the distance 
between himself and Keener and on 
lap 16 took third with a pass going into 
turn three. 

The winner’s circle was set. On the 
same lap Springer made his move past 
Eklund and began to set his sights on 
Drake. Cartwright, Sehl, Mitchell and 
Boody were all having their troubles 
hooking up and swapped the last few 
spots among themselves. . 

Scott's pressure on Schaeffer had 
carried the pair closer. and closer to 
Morehead. The final lap was a mad 
dash. Scott almost picked off Schaeffer 
in turn three and again in turn four. 
The margin was no more than two feet 
at the flag with the nod to Schaeffer. 
Morehead was less than 15 feet ahead 
of their dash. e

Can-Am 175 Qualifier: 


A red dent in the blue/ 
yellow horde?

Can-Am’s 175 Qualifier, possibly the most 
powerful bike in the 175cc enduro bike class, 
has suffered in the past with suspension that 
wasn’t equal to other motorcycles, such as the 


enduro, reliability trial and cross-

Yamaha IT175, and the class 
newcomer, the Suzuki PE175. 


Now to bridge the gap, and 
sell more Qualifiers, Can-Am 
will sell Qualifier buyers a pair of nine- 
inch travel leading-axle Marzocchi 
forks complete with triple clamps for 
$200. With a little luck, you can 
unload the original-equipment Betors 
to a friend who wants to improve the 
front end of his Japanese foo-foo bike. 

We received the bike from Can- 
Am’s SoCal rep, Tony Murphy, with 
about 400 miles on the odometer. The 
quick visual rundown routine revealed 
that the Qualifier had all the proper 
enduro bits: speedo, tool bag, skid 
plate, small front light, and a small 
rear brakelight. The red plastic tank 
holds three gallons, enough for longish 


country events. 

Out at the riding area, the first 
impressions are good. The engine is a 
173.6cc rotary valve two-stroke with a 
bore and stroke of 62x57 mm. A V-84 
32mm Bing carburetor feeds it the 
straight gas while an oil: injection 
system takes care of the lubrication. 
The oil is stored in the frame, with the 
refill neck near the steering head. Oil 
capacity (2.3 quarts) is sufficient fora 
full weekend of riding. Some may not 
care for oil injection, but we like the 
idea of being able to get gas just about 
anywhere. 

Flip down the carburetor-mounted 
choke lever and give the left-side 
kickstarter a little boot and the Can- 
Am fires right up. Getting underway. 
was another matter on our bike; the 
clutch wouldn’t disengage when it, was 





cold. Solving the problem requires a 
little minor surgery inside the case 
cover, but we were lazy and wanted to 
go riding. Even after we started the 
Qualifier, pushed it and popped it into 
gear, the clutch wouldn’t let go until 
after 3-4 minutes of operation. 
Reliability trial riders, should they 
encounter this problem, had better fix 
it. They have to get the bike started 
and underway under its own power in 
60 seconds or get penalized. 

Two things really shine about the 
Can-Am in actual use. The first is the 
engine. Possibly the best and most 
potent motor in the 175cc enduro 
class, it’s got guts. There’s even a little 
torque available: below the 
powerband — enough so that you can 
gas it without killing it. The V-84 Bing 
carburetor did its job very clearly even 
when we did slip off the powerband. 

We did some slow-speed, twisting 
climbs up rock-studded grades and 
there was never any coughing or 
blubbering from the engine even as we 
came close to a dead stop. Required 
clutch use was minimal. Of course 
some of the truly challenging grades 
found in enduro competition will 
require a faster run and subsequent 
bouncing off rocks, clutch slipping or 
both. If it's a truly challenging grade, 
with some deep sand or a bottleneck, 
pushing may also be required. Yes the 
Can-Am'’s got a great motor, but it's 
only 175cc. 

Since its a small motor, and an 
energetic one, it's pipey. But the pipe, 
or powerband, is very wide and you 
can rev it till it turns red and still be 
producing ponies. The rangy 
powerband makes the Qualifier a very 
easy motorcycle to ride. 

Gear ratios are well spaced and 
generally well-suited for most 
applications. Some riders who do a lot 
of riding in very tight terrain might 
wish for a lower first gear, but first was 
fine_for the things we encountered. 
Shifting was crisp and easy. 

The second thing that really shines 
is the performance of the Marzocchi 
front forks. Damping and springing 
were right on the money. We 
bottomed them only occasionally and 
even then, it wasn’t the kind of 
horrendous clunk that send shoulder 
blades in the general direction of your 
ear lobes. The forks are definitely 
worth the extra two bills. 

Wish we could say the back end 
works as well. The gas-bag Gabriel 
shocks weren't up to the job and a lot 
of abuse made it through to the seat. 
Accessory shocks will help. The real 
solution, we feel, is an MX-4 frame. 
Enduro riders shouldn't be stuck on 
last year's motocross frame. We hear 
that Can-Am’s "79 Qualifier series will 
utilize the MX-4 frame, but that really 
doesn’t help this year’s Qualifier 
buyer. 

The brakes, front and rear, don't 
compare favorably with the Japanese 
models in this class. They are vague in 
feedback and really not as strong as 
they should be. Possibly different 
material for the brake shoes would 
help. 

Riding position was excellent, aided 
considerably by (this is a personal 
opinion) one of the best shaped set of 
handlebars encountered on a 
production motorcycle. They were 
really comfortable. 

The bike gets our vote for the casual 
trailrider and non-serious enduro 
riders. The Can-Am 175 is quiet, 
starts first kick every time, doesn’t 
seem to require a lot of maintenance, 
and is easy to ride. The price tag, 
$1299 is reasonable, even adding the 
extra $200 for Marzocchis. 

The serious rider/competitor is 
going to have to weigh the fantastic 
engine and good front suspension 
against mediocre rear suspension and 
not-quite adequate brakes. e

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Belgium claims 10th consecutive 
Trophee; U.S. fifth

KESTER, BELGIUM, SEPT. 10 


Much to the delight of an estimated 20,000 
Belgian spectators, Team Belgium’s four-man 
Trophee des Nations motocross team scored 
an impressive 30-point victory margin over the 


second-best Swedish squad on the 
Kesterheide hillside circuit. 
Bultaco rider Harry Everts led 
the charge, winning the opening 
40-minute-plus-two-lap moto, then 
finishing sixth in round two for a 
seven-point total. Roger DeCoster 
maneuvered his works Suzuki to a 2-8, 
10-point day, and Gaston Rahier, also 
riding a works Suzuki, totalled an 8-4, 
12-point score. Their combined 
scores, the six best placings from 
among the eight moto finishes 
registered by the team, added up to 29 
points. The Swedes finished a full 30 


points down the line with 59. 

The U.S. Team suffered an overall 
“down” day. Bob Hannah, while never 
slow, didn't fecl that he was riding at 
peak capability something that 
happens to all riders on certain 
Sundays. Chuck Sun had picked up a 
cold from the previous weekend in 
Germany and was trying to ride 
despite an all-over weak feeling. 
Tommy Croft, riding one of the 
European Team Hondas, was wishing 


for his familiar 500cc National 
machine the European bike just 
didn’t “fit.” 


Replacing Rick Burgett, who broke 


his collarbone in Germany on the 
previous weekend, was Yamaha's 
newest sponsored rider, Rex Staten, 

“I think that to do well in Europe,” 
Rex said, “you have to move over here 
and get used to it. It’s all different 
the starts — everything.” 

Staten’s qualifying time of 2:11.8, 
the fastest on the U.S. Team, 
indicated that he'd adapted quickly, 
but his moto finishes proved otherwise. 
There was some speculation among 
other team riders that the qualifying 
time may have been in error. 

The Kesterheide circuit narrows 
quickly after the first turn. So, to 
avoid a 60-rider pile-up, the 
organizing club, Auto Moto Club “De 
Toekomst” Dworp, elected to use 
qualifying times to split the class. 

The three fastest times from each 
team were totalled, and a team 
qualifying order was established. (The 
Swedes were fastest with a 6:34.3 total; 
the U.S. was second with a combined 
time of 6:37.7.) The top eight teams 





— a 32-man starting line-up 
qualified for the two-moto Trophee 
des Nations program. The remaining 
seven teams ran a single moto. to 
establish places nine through 15 in the 
final Trophee des Nations results 
column. Sweden, America, England, 
Belgium, Czechoslovakia, Holland, 
Russia and Denmark made the main 
event, in that order of qualifying. 
“Petit Gaston” Rahier put. his 
natural power-to-weight ratio to good 
advantage, and led the start of round 
one. The Belgians went wild, for not 
only was Rahier leading, but Harty 
Everts was in third (behind Chuck 
Sun), Roger DeCoster was fourth, and 
Jaak Van Velthoven rounded “oüt 
Team Belgium in 11th place. The fans 
waved, hooted and ran out onto the 
course as their riders flashed past only 
inches away. Bob Hannah, Neil 
Hudson, Rob Hooper, Graham 
Noyce, Vladimir Kavinov and Gerard 
Rond completed the top 10 at the end 
of the opening lap. i 


Victory-bound Everts soon found a 
way around Sun. (“I was tired on the 
first lap!” Sun said later, weak from his 
illness.) Once in second, Everts quickly 
closed on Rahier, then moved into the 
lead before the moto was 10 minutes 
along. 

Tommy Croft, after starting slowly, 
dropped even further back when he 
and Bengt Aberg tangled. 

“Aberg got his foot caught in my 
rear wheel bent the shock!” Croft 
said later as mechanic Fred Bauch 
changed the suspension unit between 
motos. Aberg was forced out of the 
moto, and was unable to contest round 
two. Croft finished 28th. 

Meanwhile, the top four spots — 
Everts, Hudson, DeCoster and 
Hannah — pulled away. Everts held 
on to win, but in the final few laps, 
DeCoster and Hannah reeled in 
Hudson. They followed Everts across 
the line 2-3, leaving Hudson a solid 
fourth. Rounding out the top 10 were 
Sweden's Hakan Carlqvist, 
Czechoslovakia’s Jaroslav Falta, Swede 
Torlief Hansen, Gaston Rahier, Jaak 
Van’ Velthoven and England’s Rob 
Hooper. Chuck Sun had faded to 13th 
place. 

Belgium held a 14-point advantage, 
11-25, over England after one moto. 
Sweden followed with 32, and the U.S. 
Team held fourth, seven points back, 
with 39. The Czechs were fifth with 43 
points. 

Rahier once again led the eight 
teams into turn one at the start of the 
second moto, but he drifted wide. Bob 
Hannah squared the turn and moved 
into the lead. 

The Hurricane’s turn up front 
lasted less than one lap, however, 
when he fell. 

“I had it leaned over and caught my 
handlebar on something,” he said. 

As they completed lap two, Team 
Sweden slipped in a one-two punch as 
Hakan Carlqvist and Torlief Hansen 
took command. Rahier was running 
third under heavy pressure from 
teammate Everts. 

Carlqvist and Hansen held their 
positions for the remainder of the 
race. Everts made his move to third, 
but then dropped to sixth by the time 
the checkered flag fell leaving third for 
Czechoslovakia's Jaroslav Falta. 

The most outstanding ride of the 
day came from Roger DeCoster who 
started last but worked his way up to 
eighth place in the star-studded field. 

Rahier lost third under an ‘attack 
from Falta but maintained fourth 
place. Velky, Everts, Noyce, DeCoster, 
Hudson and Arne Lodal completed 
the top 10. 


Team U.S. had seen hope early in 
the moto, but Hannah's problems 
continued (“I endoed three times”); 
Sun started 14th, moved up slightly, 
then dropped to 15th; Croft started 
well, but couldn’t make the European 
Team Honda work; and Staten started 
around 25th and moved up to 20th. 

When the best six motos were 
tabulated for each team, the Belgians’ 
clear-cut advantage became obvious. 
They were virtually unchallenged. ©

Ikujiro Takai. Roberts and tuner Kel 
Carruthers will also discuss their 
place in Yamaha’a future plans. 


Reports from Australia have it that 
road racer Greg Hansford will leave 
Kawasaki next year so that he can 
compete in the 500cc World Cham- 
pionship against the likes of Roberts 
and Sheene. Honda has already ap- 
proached the Aussie rider. Mick Grant 
might also leave the Kawasaki fold 
though not by choice, after his 
mediocre World Championship per- 
formance.

Malherbe 
had recently had talks with Suzuki, 
but when Dutchman Gerrit 
Wolsink decided to stay with the 
marque for the next season, 
Malherbe’s plans were altered.

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Impression: Bultaco 250cc Mark II Pursang 


A good-handling 
plenty of ponies 


By Peter Magoon 


Time was, not very long ago, when Bultacos 
were something of an anachronism. They cost 
twice as much as comparable Japanese bikes, 
required six times as much maintenance, and 


tried your patience with design 
features that looked like they 
came out of Freshman 
Engineering 101. Yet dyed in 
the wool Bultaco freaks willingly suf- 
fered the derisive comments of their 
friends, always insisting that there was 
that intangi-Bul quality that was wor- 
th the price in time and dollars. 

If you showed up at your local track 
tomorrow with a new Mark II, 
about the only thing your friends 
would likely notice is the trick blue 
paint job. It just doesn’t look that 
much different from the rest of the 
crop of go-fast bikes. And if they asked 
you what it cost, they'd be surprised to 
find that thanks to the modern world 
of currency fluctuations, it is com- 
petitive with the Jap machines. 

If you're the type who just has to 
ride what the latest moto-stars are 
flogging, and you're not a Harry Ever- 
ts fan, then you might as well go on to 
the next article. Otherwise, stick 
around for a rational discussion of 
what a Bultaco has to offer. 

We should probably first mention 
the most obvious symbol of Bultaco’s 
entrance into the modern era, the up- 
pipe. Never mind that it sticks out too 
far and burns your leg in turns, or that 
the long, unsupported stinger is likely 
to vibrate off in a week; no longer do 
you lose two inches of ground clearan- 
ce to a dent catcher, If there has been 
an adverse effect on power or frame 
design, we fail to notice it. 

Another symbol of modernity is the 


new 12 petal reed valve. This has ef- 
fectively given the Pursang the grunt 
of a Frontera without the additional 
flywheel. An evening's ride on a track 
six inches deep in mud convinced us of 
that. The powerband is very wide as a 
result. Some who rode it felt it was the 
widest. of any 250 they had ridden. 
Though we didn’t hold any drag races, 
the top end seems to be competitive 
with other current 250's. 


Another good sign is the attention to 
detail. You no longer get the im- 
pression that Bultaco is subcontracting 
components to a thriving Spanish cot- 
tage industry. There is real paint on 
the frame. The fenders are real un- 
breakable plastic. The spokes are 
stainless steel and the shifter is a 
rugged steel unit that won't bend like 
the old aluminum ones. There are now 
rim locks as well as screws on the 
wheels. 


There-are other refreshing signs of 
change. The airbox is now a solid 
molded unit that breathes from up 
under the seat and allows servicing of 
the filter in short order. The rear 
brake is activated by means of a 
flexible cable that works like a rod and 
should be just about service free. 
Bultaco has added a new rubber 
swingarm protector-guide for the 
chain and another guide by the coun- 
tershaft sprocket. 


Bultaco has retained their old chain 
tensioner and guide setup, which 
works as well as any. We wish they had 
gone with more durable rub blocks,

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though. We suggest you fabricate 
your own out of street hockey pucks af- 
ter the stock units go south. 

Another feature that we wished had 
been changed are the carbide-silica 
brake liners. These have a reputation 
for fading in the wet, but we got the 
drums full of nice slimy Georgia red 
muck (which is a handy grease sub- 
stitute) and they still worked pretty 
good. The rear would lock up on 
pavement at full steam, if you insisted, 
and the front would still turn, but had 
stopping power left, when you grab- 
bed a handful. 

The carburetor is still a square 
Amal, though it is now 38mm big. It 
should give you no trouble if you keep 
its little screws and bolts tight so that 
everything stays where God intended. 

We were disappointed to see that 
the gas tank and side panels are still 
fiberglass. They should be okay if you 
don’t drop the thing off the trailer. 
The tank holds nearly two and a half 
gallons, which is nice. 

Those of you who've been around 
since the old days will be happy to 
know that on the Bul you can still swap 
your shifter and your brakes. This is 
made even easier this year, since the 
left side brake pivot post is provided 
now. 

Pirelli tires still come stock, which 
will disappoint Carlsbad riders but 
please New- England mudmen. 
Varying the pressure will do more for 
the tire situation than most people 
would allow. Try "em, you might like 
em. 

Bultaco's removable sidestand works 
very well, as long as you don’t leave it 
on your bumper when you drive off. If 
you do, the underside of the frame is 
very flat and sits well on a milk crate. 

Keep a can of heat-resistant black 
engine paint handy, because the stuff 
that they put on the fork legs, the 


cases sand the pipe goes away after the

first gravel track or super-spray car 
wash, whichever comes first. 

Bultaco claims that they redesigned 
the vents on the cases. Whether this 
eliminates the need for frequent il 
changes or additions to both sides 
remains to be seen. 

Riding impressions of the bike 
varied somewhat among testers. Most 
agreed that it was very tall, and for 
that reason mostly, was somewhat 
hard to start. Anyone under six feet 
tall might want to jump off his bum- 
per. With the choke on, you give itno 
throttle at all. With a warm engine, 
you need at least one-quarter throttle 
and a good jump off that bumper. If 
you can get enough weight behind it, 
it will start first or second kick. 


That reminds us. The new Motoplat 
CDI ignitions will please those who 
have gone through the chore of setting 
the points gap on their old Buls. 

Once out on the track, you are, im- 
pressed with the light feel of the bike. 
(Bultaco claims a dry weight of 219 
pounds.) It handles very well in tight 
corners and changes directions with 
ease. Owners of Japanese bikes ‘who 
rode it felt the Bultaco had an edge 
over modern Japanese machinery on 
smooth, tight tracks, but that it might 
be outclassed in power and suspension - 
on more open courses. 

The principle problem with the 
suspension is that any bike without 
much more than 10 inches at either 
end is just not the state of the artin a 
time when 12 inches is becoming 
more and more common. The Betor 
forks work well in terms of damping 
and spring rates but will not eat up the 
big whoops like some of the, new 
Oriental products. 

The S&W freon gas units on the 
rear felt a bit harsh to all but the most 
aggressive of our riders. That was 
probably our fault, since we “kept

forgetting the preload adjusting tool 
and they were set on the middle 
position. 

Bultacos have always been known 
for having plenty of muscle, and this 
one was no exception. While we 
doubt that it makes the claimed 37 
horsepower, the only rider that had 
any complaint about the horses had 
just done 20 minutes on a 400cc 
Maico. 

This is not a particularly comfor- 
table bike to ride at first. You find that 
while the width and bend of the bars 
are fine, the huge ground clearance 
places the pegs a little closer to the 
handgrips than is pleasant. The seat is 
also too short and not hard enough, 
making this a somewhat difficult bike 
to shift your weight around on. 

The clutch seems to work easily and 
smoothly, and the gear ratios seem well 
selected for the capabilities of the 
motor, but neutral was hard to find. 
This is a problem that we thought 
Bultaco had solved last year with a 
redesigned pressure plate. The clutch 
was otherwise well adjusted, so we 
couldn't lay the blame there. 

Grips and levers are comfortable 
and. work well. The footpegs are of the 
folding variety, and are still among the 
best in the business. 

In hard riding you tend not to

notice the brakes, which is probably a 
good sign. However, you do notice 
that the rear pedal was too short and 
out of the way, which makes it hard to 
find in a hurry sometimes. One rider, 
a two-finger braker, expressed the 
wish that the front brake might have a 
little more grab. This problem we 
thought we could lay to a stretchy 
cable that should have been replaced. 

We don’t know if you'll like the 
Mark II Pursang. If you feel that you 
must have what the best and the 
brightest are riding, then you 
probably won't. We also don’t know if 
you can win on it. That depends partly 
on the nature of the track and how you 
maintain the bike, but mostly it 
depends on your ability. This Pursang 
has all the ingredients of a competitive 
bike, with no unnecessary frills or 
weight. The $1,533 retail price alone 
has to make it worth a second look. 

Another thing that increases the at- 
tractiveness is the contract which 
comes with every Pursang, which 
allows the owner the opportunity to 
increase his winnings. Bultaco will pay 
you cash for winning certain motocross 
events. 

Lastly, there is the 60 day warranty, 
which is a rare item in this day and 
age. Bultaco is still an unusual com- 
pany, but they are starting to make a 
lot more sense. .

PAPERS 


In the beginning there were four. 
With just two races remaining 
there are two. Who will be the 
1978 Grand National Champion? 

It started last February in Houston. 
One of the four, Kenny Roberts, chose 
to watch and get ready for Daytona. 
Roberts then went on to Daytona and 
won it for the first time in what was to 
be his only appearance on the Camel 
Pro Series circuit for the year. 

We were down to three contenders. 

Skip Aksland finally had a good 
two-race run at Houston and bagged a 
third at Daytona, best of the 
privateers, and was on his way to 


taking over the point lead from Steve - 


Eklund. 

Skip backed it up with a near-miss 
second at the first San Jose mile and 
was rated as a prime candidate for 
number one, but it was not to be. 

A spill in June at the Chicago TT 
caused shoulder problems. Then in 
mid-July Skip threw away all chances 
for the title, trying to run too fast too 
soon in the Sears Point road race final 
where he crashed. Second shoulder 
problem that kept him out for two 
months. 

Now we were down to two. 

As many had predicted before the 
start of the season, it was going to be 
privateer Steve Eklund: versus factory 
man Jay Springsteen. : 

Both were acknowledged half milers 
and milers with Eklund given the edge 


in short track and TT — but 
Springsteen had the unlimited 
equipment backing which can 


equalize a lot of natural talent when 
the stretch run comes up. 

Eklund won both of the National 
short track events and also won two of 
the TTs, plus a second and two fourth 
places in the other TTs. This ranked 
him as the high point TT rider on the 
circuit for the season, as well as the 
short track division. By August he had 
a total of six National wins, four on 
Yamaha, two on Harley-Davidson. 

Springsteen ran off three straight 
half mile wins early in the year and 
then pulled one of the upsets of the 
season when he won the Castle Rock 
TT, becoming the first non-west coast 
rider to ever win in a 14-year span. 

The month of September has kept 
the point race interesting and given 
insurance that it will go to the wire. 

It really started in late August with 
Jay closing to within two points of 
Steve and was heavily favored to take 
the lead once again in the twin Indy 
miles — but it did not happen. 

Gary Scott and Gene Romero each 
rode their best 10 laps on a mile this 
season to ace Jay out of a transfer to 
the final in the first Indy clash. Eklund 
saw the light and ran third in the final. 
The next day they both made the final 
with Steve in fifth, Jay seventh. A 17- 
point lead for the Californian, 
heading into the final month. 

It may go into the records that Steve 
Eklund either won or lost the title at 
Loudon, NH. Springsteen, running 
about 21st place when his engine quit 
on the 12th lap, dropped out of the 
race. Eklund was running inside the 
top 10 at the time. 

When the race was re-started due to 
oil onthe track’ “Stéve’-went one lap 


and pulled off, stating later that many 
of the riders were riding over their 
heads and he wanted to take no 
chances. No points, still a 17-point 


gap. 


Then it was on to the Syracuse mile 
and a mistake by Steve that nearly cost 
him a chance to even compete the rest 
of the season. In one of the final 
practice sessions he stuffed the bike in 
too hard and crashed at nearly 100 
mph. The end result was that while he 
did ride the heat race and the semi, he 
could not get everything back running 
in time for the final that was switched 
at the last minute from the final event 
to the next-to-last race. Jay came up 
winner and Eklund’s 17-point lead 
quickly turned into a drop to second in 
the standings and three points back in 
second. 

Springsteen clearly did not have the 
fastest machine at Syracuse but was 
clearly the hardest rider in the corners. 
He perhaps saw an opportunity at 
Syracuse that Steve failed to see, or 
take advantage of at Loudon. 
September 24th and 30th will tell. 

Hank Scott, Garth Brow and 
Springsteen are now the three mile 
winners for the season. Jay and Steve 
have won all the half miles between 
them this year. 

Neither rider has stayed awake 
nights dreaming about road racing 
but both have proven time and again 
that they can ride miles and half miles. 
It could not have come down to the 
final two races any better and more 
suited for these two riders. 

Going into the final two races of the 
season in ‘77, Jay had Ted Boody, 
Gary Scott and Kenny Roberts to 
contend with for the title. This year he 
has only Eklund. 

Jay has earned the number one plate 
the last two years running so a lot of 
fans would like to see Steve bag it all 
since people switch over to the 
underdog in just about every sport. 
(Denver Broncos in the Super Bowl?) 

On Sunday, Sept. 24 they go at it on 
the mile at San Jose, a race that Steve 
has never won, but Jay has. Eklund 
was nosed out last year on the final 
turn in one of the San Jose encounters 
for his best effort on his hometown 
track. 

Then the finale comes on Saturday 
night, Sept. 30 at Ascot. Steve has 
never won there either, and Jay has. 

This is the track where Steve learned 
to ride half mile as a Novice and 
Junior and later won regular season 
events on both H-D and Yamaha. 

Michigan riders Springsteen and 
Garth Brow have won the Ascot finale 
the last two years running for the only 
non-California victories since the series 
began back in 1959. 

A mile and a half mile to wrap up 
another great professional season and 
the two types of tracks where both 
riders are always at their best. 

But I feel we may see neither rider 
winning either of the last two races 
which means that we will have two 
races going on in each final, one for 
the win, and one for the title. 

Hank Scott, Gary Scott and Garth 
Brow will be tough at San Jose. Alex 
Jorgensen, who has already won twice 
at Ascot, will be- pumped higher’ than’. 
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ever to make it three. Boody could 
become the third straight Michigan 
rider to win at Ascot and Gary Scott 
may finally remember that Ascot is 
where he started it all so many seasons 
ago. Then there is a kid named Brow 
who broke all the track records while 
winning his first National last year at 
Ascot. 


The finale sort of reminds me of a 
season long ago when Gary Nixon and 
the late Fred Nix came down to the 
wire, looking only to qualify for the 
final and score points rather than 
hanging it all the way out for the win. 


Whichever rider wins the title 
deserves to win it. In some ways it is 
too bad that we cannot have co- 
champions. But there always is an 
outside chance of a tie. We came 
within one point several seasons back, 
didn’t we? 


The difference between who finishes 
first and who finishes second comes 
out to about $50,000, give or take a 
few thou here and a few thou there.

(Continued from page 1 5) 
have thought it was a stupid track. 
~“There was no way I was going to go 
as fast as “Hotdog” (Wil Hartog). The 
bike wasn’t set up properly because I 
didn’t have enough laps in practice. I 
chad to follow someone around because 
Ivdidn’t know where I was going. 
There was no way I could have won 
the race. All I wanted to do was beat 
Barry. 
“I was pleased to be second because 
passing Hartog was almost impossible. 
Every time I tried to draft him, I'd pull 
out of the slipstream and they would 
leave me and I would have to pull back 
in. If Barry had been riding his Suzuki 
as hard as I was riding the Yamaha 
there would have been no way I could 
have beaten him. 

“I fell off in Sweden because I was 
going too fast. With only one bike 
available I had to sort out the tires, 
gearing and carburetion and learn the 
track at the same time. I made a 
mistake while trying to evaluate a new 
compound tire for Goodyear during 
an untimed practice session. 

“I realized I was going too fast, so I 
decided to go on the grass and get 
back on the track later. But then I saw 
the catch fence that you couldn’t see 
until you were round the bend. I 
locked on the front brake and tried to 
lay the bike down, but before I could 
get it down it flicked me over the high 
side. 

“I. was knocked out for about 20 
minutes, but it wasn’t that that spoiled 
my race. The bike was not going 
properly because we had so little time 
left for practice. That's one of my big 
gripes about GP racing. To do the job 
right you need about twice as much 
practice as we are given now. Riders 
who have been to a circuit before have 
a bike set up for the track, but I’ve got 
to set my machine up before I can start 
trying to lap at a decent time. 

“Because of the lack of time I’ve had 
to make a lot of guesses. Most of them, 
particulary on tires, have been right, 
but they could just as easily have been 
wrong. 

“If they want to encourage more 
guys from outside Europe to compete, 
they must give them more time to 
learn circuits and sort out their bikes 
so they can give a good show. 

“Finland I didn’t like at all. It was so 
slippery. I would take a whole practice 
session for tires to cut a groove round 
the track that was safe to ride on, but 
then the cars would go round between 
each training period and you would be 
back to square one. Get off that groove 
and you were in trouble. 

“It was the only track I’ve been on 
where the center lines on a tire were 
cut away, because when you braked 
hard the back end skated around. It 
wasn’t what I'd call a race track. It was 
straights linked together by ninety 
degree bends. 

“TI think that if we are racing for a 
world title we shouldn’t be. racing on 
streets. Over in the States we have some 
bad race tracks, but we've nothing as 
bad as Finland. I reckon that if I 
brought a sponsor over from America 
to watch the World Championships 
he'd either die laughing or he'd pull 
out of sponsorship. 

“Something like the Isle of Man, 
that’s different. It isn’t the World 
Championships anymore, and anyone 
that wants to race there, well good 
luck to them. But the GP's should have 
different standards. 

“Facilities should be better, too. A 
lot’of times we’ve been crammed into 
pits, without any room to work, or 
move around. If a fire ever broke out 
in a GP paddock, heaven help us all! 

“I've enjoyed it all, or at least most 
of it. I’m delighted and proud that I've 
won the 500cc title. I hope that things 
can be worked out so I can come back 

again to Europe Next season to defend 
the title.”

He looked strong, but in the Main 
event his bike seized when a small chip 
of chrome worked its way into the 
main jet cutting off the fuel. He did 
end up with 600 points, far short of 
what it would take to earn a ride in the 
Nationals. 

This was the last regular Thursday 
night of Speedway at the Ascot quarter 
mile for the season. 

There are events on tap in a few 
weeks that will put the speedway bikes 
and riders to the test on the half-mile 
track.

Bast qualifies at 
Costa Mesa

COSTA MESA, CA, SEPT. 15 
It was round four of the Coors 


_ Cup- Qualifier —- the last chance 











to earn a ride in the U.S: 
Nationals—and Mike Bast went 
into the night’s program with only 600 
points, which put him somewhere in 
the lower twenty riders. It was do-or- 
die for several riders — Becker, Nutter, 
Columbo, Sims, Bast and Cherry. 

Bast rode with a calm about him 
like few have seen before. He was first 
out of the gate every time. He rode 
sitting up, probably because of the 
pain in his shoulder that has kept him 
out of competition for the past month. 
Only in his final ride was he put to the 
test when Alan Christian got by. for 
just a few feet. Mike went out»deep 
and took over the lead to win, adding 
1600 points for a total of 2200. Mike 
had done in two nights what everyone 
else took four to do: He'd earned a seat 
in the Nationals. 

The four nights of racing that were 
spread out over two months saw 
Dennis Sigalos earn the top seat going 
into the Nationals with 3,275 points, 
Dennis rode all four events. 


Alan Christian, a past holder of the 
Number One spot in Northern 
California, rode in just three of the 
four qualifying rounds and earned the 
second seat with 2,975 points. 

Ron Preston in four rounds earned 
2,275 points, third highest. And Mike 
Bast, in just two rounds, is in the 
Nationals with a grand total of 2,200. 

And would you believe at age 16 in 
his first year of speedway, starting out 
as a Junior Speedway rider, moving on 
in the Division Three winning 
everything there was, being moved 
into Division Two less than a month 
later into the First Division riding a 14- 
year-old motorcycle at Ascot, Shawn 
Moran tied with veteran Bob Schwartz 
for the fifth spot in the National with 
2,025 points. Bob Schwartz still has a 
cast on his left hand, but it comes off 
this week and you can put money on 
him being somewhere in the top five at 
season's end. 

The seventh of the 16 spots was 
earned by Gene Woods. Eighth went 
to Tom Morley followed by Brad 
Oxley, Tom Ferris and Mark Cherry. 
Twelfth is Jim Fishback, but because 
of a broken shoulder suffered in the 
ISDT, is a doubtful starter. You can 
move each of the following riders up 
one spot. Sonny Nutter, 13th; Dave 
Sims, 14th; Dan Becker, 15th. ‘The 
last official rider is Steve Columbo 
with 1,025 points. If Fishback cannot 
make the call on race night, Louis 
Lindwall will take over the 16th place. 
There is a tie for the reserve spot at 
850 points between Dan McNeill and 
John Sandona. Hopefully, there will 
be a match race between them to see 
which will be first reserve.

Malocco blasts 
Baja, takes win at 
CRC Rosarito GP

ROSARITO BEACH, MEX, SEPT. 17 
After the 10-mile point, Morgan 
Malocco (400 Yam) took the 
lead and held it to take the win 
at California Racing Club’s 
Rosarito G.P. 

With the first row underway at 9:45 
a.m., Tim Nething (250 Hus) pulled 
the holeshot with Scot Duncan (250 
Yam) in hot pursuit. Malocco caught 
the hot line in the second row with 
Tom Kelly (400 KTM) and Mike 
Mulconery (400 KTM) not far behind. 
As the course headed east down some 
fast fireroads, Mike Cole (250 KTM) 
was among the front runners. 

Duncan got by Nething on a 
fireroad with Malocco and Kelly a 
short time later. Malocco got out of 
shape in a washout but kept his sights 
on Duncan. 

Malocco outpowered Duncan about 
five miles out and headed for the first 





uphill. Amateur Mike Palhegyi (250 
Suz) was cutting through the Experts 
as he cut through dust and moved 
away from the rest of his class. Junior 
class rider-Leon Price (400 KTM) was 
on the gas as he took advantage of the 
high speed terrain. ‘Bill Vanderbyl 
(250 KTM) was also moving up fast in 
the Amateur class as was Greg 
Johnston (250 Yam). 

The course ran to and along La 
Mesa Grande after running through 
some rocks. About three quarters of a 
lap had gone by when Kelly caught 
Duncan and had a glimpse of 
Malocco’s dust. 

The fast turns and jogs of the Baja 
course proved:to be a major factor as 
many riders overshot or slid out in 
sudden curves in the road. Coming 
over a rise and past the cows, a 
cornfield, and houses, heading 
towards the pits was Malocco’s dust. 
Turning the first 19 mile loop in about 
22 minutes was quite a ride as Malocco 
dialed it on through the pits. Kelly was 
less than 30 seconds behind Morgan 
and was-in a hurry to catch him. 
Duncan shot in next with big Mike 
Martin (390 Hus), Palhegyi, Nething, 
and Al Wurtzel (400 KPW KTM) 
running quite close at this point. 





Early Lightweight leader Kenny 
Upp (125 Yam) got into a turn too hot 
and slid off into a fence, putting him 
out of contention for the day. Scott 
Atchison (175 Yam) was now the 
apparent leader. 

Since the start was in rows of 10

Cole cleans CRC’s 
Roadrunner Enduro

CALIFORNIA CITY, CA, SEPT. 10 
After nearly three months with- 
out an enduro, CRC’s Road- 
runner was a welcome sight. 
Since there had been such a long 
enduroless summer, CRC decided to 
keep the course simple with strong 
emphasis oni time keeping. 

The 7 a.m. key time was intended to 
keep riders from overheating, but 
slightly overcast skies secured a 
suitable temperature. An 18 mph start 
speed was easy to maintain with the 
trail winding around the desert floor, 
perfect for Beginners. At 12.9 miles 
out the speed changed to 24 mph, but 
the terrain stayed somewhat the same. 
A couple of fireroads were used as wel 
as raw desert. ; 

At the completion of lap one, 30.6 
miles, five riders had finished with 
zeros. Gail Aveveti, 200cc B, was 
accompanied by Ron Smith, 80cc B; 
Steve Jensen, 80cc B; Tommy Paris, 
80cc A; and Chris O’Connor, 80cc C, 
for the top one-loop score. 

Loop two was a bit more 
challenging than the first and also had 
an 18 mph start speed. Using several 


_ six-foot drainage ditches and road 


crossing before leading to a hill was 
quite fun with some riders getting 
stylish. The top average of the lap was 
30 mph, but good markings and a 
slight breeze kept the course safe and 
clean. The long-awaited check turned 
up after cresting the last hill. The 18 
mph speed was comfortable as the 
course shot up a sandwash. 

The 21 mph creep to the last check 
on loop number two proved too much 
for many people as they arrived early. 
Lalo Salgado, 250cc C; Tim Williams, 
Open C; A.L.Gilbert, Open C; Gary 
Rose, 250 C; and Bob Jackson, Open 
C Plus 35, all had zeros for their two 
lap efforts. 

Loop number three was worth the 
61.5 mile wait for it consisted of the 
Rand Mountains. The 24 mph takeoff 
speed was lowered to 21 mph at the 
first check as they ran through some 
neat canyons, hills, and downhills. 

The 30 mph: average put the A 
riders on their toes in the rollers and 
canyons.

Tim Lunde picked up the 250cc 
class win over Arden Hadley after he 
(Lunde) had suffered a similar slide 
down in the 125cc class while running 
very close to winner Hess. Arden 
Hadley (Mai) had the best night of the 
Pros as he took a hard fought 500cc 
class moto series from Maico rider Val 
Tamietti. Tamietti ran away with the 
second-moto, but a third in the first 
wiped him out, as all Hadley had to do 
was stay in the second spot for the win. 
The battle for third in the 500cc class 
was equally torrid, with Suzuki- 
mounted David Gerig taking a 
squeaker over top Honda rider Marty 
Tripes. 

Moving back to the 125cc Pros, two 
youngsters who have the veterans 
really worried, ran second and third as 
Rick Johnson and Scott Burnworth 
finished in that order overall. 
Johnson's second came off an 
incredible third in the first moto after 
a hard fall which put him last after 
two laps and the “never give up kid” 
came back for the third place. The 
second moto had Rick up front until 
the last two laps when Hess’ experience 
put him back in front for a two for two 
victory.

A special event for minicycles was 
held, with $225 in gift certificates by 
Escondido Subaru, Escondido Suzuki 
and U.S. Minicycle Racing Assoc. held 
for “Open” Mini riders (riders over the 
CMC age limit, motorcycle card 
holders, etc.) and it looked like an easy 
$100 certificate for first moto winner 
Scott Burnworth (R&D Suz) as he 
smoked the whole field by 100 yards. 
Burnworth, fresh off his 1978 Grand 
National Minicycle Championship was 
supposed to win, right? Well, 
Yamaha-mounted Bryan Antonacci 
apparently wasn’t convinced. Halfway 
through the final lap of the second 
moto Antonacci went by Burnworth 
for the win and a tie-breaker overall 
victory! All in all a great night of 
racing, marred only by tropical! 
“Stormin’ Norman” who undoubtedly 
held down some of the L.A. 
participation. Hey, here in San Diego 
we had to water the track! Thanks 
from all of us at Speedway 117 to all of 
you riders for a great season and a 
great finale.

Wosick, Grewer 
grab ZAP Series 
Titles

PESCADERO, CA, SEPT. 3 

Moto-X Fox rider Larry Wosick 
put the icing on the cake at the 
Crown-Nine Motosport Park as 
he rode a pair of Chuck 
Tannilund-prepared Suzukis to 
capture the ZAP/CMC Summer Series 
125cc and Open Championship 
motocross titles. East Bay Honda's 
Chris Grewer fought off a last-ditch 
drive from Balwin Cabinets’ Curt 
Wilcox to claim the 250cc Pro crown. 

An unfortunate pair of accidents in 
the support class combined with the 
Pacific Ocean darkness made it 
necessary for ZAP MX director Larry 
Kleist to cancel the day's final Pro 
motos. 

Going into the day's only 250cc Pro 
round saw Chris Grewer (Hon) and 
Curt Wilcox (Hon) tied for the series 
class lead. Grewer wasted no time in 
taking over as he jetted his Honda up 
the long start hill with Joe Headly 
(Hon), Phil Douglas (Hus) and Jeff 
Jacobson (Hon) pursuing closely 
behind. Wilcox was involved in a first 
turn tangle, but quickly remounted at 
the tail end of the 20-rider pack. Also 
playing catch-up was Monterey’s Chris 
Hackman on his Gene Hackman- 
prepared Yamaha as both 
campaigners were storming through 
the pack with wild abandon. 

Up front it was still Chris Grewer in 
command as his Steve Grewer-tuned 
mount never missed a beat. Headly 
was keeping Grewer honest while a 
tight tussle was developing for the 
third position as Jacobson, Douglas, 
Will Akers and Wilcox were really 
mixing it up. Wilcox made his move at 
the halfway mark and radically 
roosted around Akers’ Yamaha, then 
he quickly disposed of Jacobson and 
Douglas to gain third. Time ran out 
for Wilcox as Grewer received the 


checkered flag for the moto win and 








prestigious 250cc series title. Following 
Grewer were Headly, Wilcox, Jacobson, 
Akers, and Tom Ross (Hon). 

: The 125cc Pros saw Wosick riding 
his maiden race for the Fox team, 
easily taking the day's laurels and 125cc 
Professional title. Fred Tunnicliff 
(Pleaston Suz) and Kent Woods 
(Action Cycles Suz) started off the day 
racing as they hit the first corner 
together. When the pack came out of 
the backsection it was now Wosick, 
Tunnicliff, Woods and Kent Classen 
trailing. Classen plugged in the power 
to jolt past Woods on the steep 
downhill, but still wasn’t satisfied with 
his third position and roosted his 
Yamaha around “the Tunni” on lap 
five. The lanky Wosick paced himself 
well, and easily held off Classen. 

At 7:00 p.m. the days’ (night's?) 
final Open moto was run with Curt 
Wilcox (Yam), Larry Wosick (Suz), 
Neal Snarr (Suz) and San Mateo 
Yamaha’s Kipp Classen leading the 
charge up the ever-changing 
Pescadero course, Wosick snatched 
the top spot by passing Wilcox on the 
tricky sidewall section while Classen 
powered his big bore KTM ahead of 
the Fred Parsons-prepared Suzuki of 
Neal Snarr to capture third. Maico 
riders Steve Marvic, Robert Condgon 
and Dave Mythen were grouped 
behind. By the halfway mark Wosick 
had built up a comfortable 15-second 
lead over Baldwin rider Curt Wilcox. 
With darkness shadowing the track, 
Wosick went on to win with Wilcox, 
Classen, Snarr, Douglas, Condon, and 
Mythen trailing. Wosick picked up the 
ZAP Open title with Kipp Classen 
gaining second and Shawn McConn 
placing third overall in the $4000.00 
series. 

In Intermediate and Novice support 
class motos, John Swan captured the 
Open Intermediate series title with 
Novice rider Don Jensen gaining 
enough points to place second overall, 
top Open Novice. Tom Ross really 
came on strong as the Honda rider 
copped the 250cc support group crown 
with Irv Achziger, Tim Hunter and 
King Peters placing behind. Young 
Jeff Akers bested the large contingent 
of 125cc support riders. Mike 
Sprenger, Rod Williams, Doug Imura, 








and Bill Lawrence followed Akers, 
grabbing the generous ZAP 
contingencies.

Thad Wolff, in his second outing at 
Sears, surprisingly opened a big lead 
and held off Gennady Liubimsky 
(Hunt RD375) to win 410cc 
Production. The fight for third came 
down to the wire between Marc 
Salvisberg (Old Uncle Gaylord’s 
RD350) and Dale Alexander (Team 
Cheap/ Berkeley Yamaha RD350). 
The pair was dead even exiting the last 
turn, and Salvisberg out-horsepowered 
Dale to the flag despite Alexander's 
efforts to grab Marc’s arm as he pulled 
away.
